• Our Leila Howard Test Kitchen staff bad lots 
of fun shaping and decorating these birthday 
cakes in nursery - rhyme, fairytale, and toy 
^designs. The cakes were then taste-tested and 
approved by a panel of very young critics. 

ALL the cakes in this section begin with a basic 
mixture f for which a recipe is given below, Lhcn are 
CUt, shaped, and decorated. Basic recipes for frosting and 
icings are also given,

BASIC FROSTING

spoons lemon juice (or uvc 4 tablespoons water; Iciuun juice v'ivc 
frosting a Jit tie in* re flavor), little flavoring (luch as. vanilla, grena- 
dine, pineapple, etc. ), goad pinch cream o/ tartar, food cnjariiikj 
as (ted red for various cakes. 

Pface egg-whites, *ugar, water, and lemon juice in hraipronr 
r>aiin ; place over saucepan half filled with hot water Bern COtt- 
tinuously 14 minulrt, over simmering water a I medium spend, 
until mixture i* thick, white, and fluffy and all sugar erains have 
dissolved. Mix in cream of tartar and flavoring. 

Now work very quickly, remove bowl from hot water, quickly 
mix in coloring. Spread over cake, itpotmine us much as possible 
our of the hot bowl, bftl auw frmtinij begins tr.i ict round aides il 
left for any time. If desired, place fruiting in clean bowl, after 
coloring: this, will help prevent crust forming so ipiicklv. Trusting 
will act slightly crusty on outtide and be ™tbrr inarch m a llowy in 
centre. 

Note; If doubling or halving recipe^ with according increase or 
decrease in other ingredient*, allow / minutes' beating time for 
each egg-white ii*ed_

KEEP THE FRUIT

For SITU WHERRIES, 
start by making a ball again, 
then draw out one end to 
the characteristic shape.

Paint all over with red 
food coloring and roil in 
sugar. Leave to dry and 
paint again. 

Make the Utile cap of 
green leaves lo put on the 
top from paste, into which 
you have worked a few 
drops of green coloring. 

Press on top of the berry 
and add a stalk, too, if you 
like. 

PEARS are about the 
same shape as the straw- 
berries, hut paint them yellow 



all over first, then streak 
and blend green on top. 

When you want the cairns 
to LI end and run together 
to give a more natural look, 
there is no need to let the 
fruit dry between coats. 

Push a stalk into the 
tapered end. and a clove, 
again with the round piece 
removed from the top, into 
the bottom of the pear. 

For BANANAS shape the 
fruit and stalk in one. Leave 
to dry as before. Paint all 
over with yellow first, then 
streak and blend with green 
and brown (experiment by 
mixing a dash of red with 
green until you get a suit- 
able dark color). 

Use your imagination to 



create oranges, lemons, 
tomatoes, rue umbers, and 
anv tiling else you can think 
ol. 

If you want to box them, 
try to nod a suitably sized 
one to allow about four or 
five fruits in a row. Cover 
the box attractively with fes- 
tive wrapping paper and line 
it with waxed paper. 

If you have made bigger 
fruits and intend wrapping 
them individuidly. they look 
very fetching in a bright 
paper patty pan enveloped 
in cellulose paper and tied, 
fairly high above the fruit, 
with ribbon.
